[Text] The people's control group headed by Lt Col T. Shevchenko was in good 
repute. It was working according to a precise plan and making regular 
checks, going into all the detail of the unit administration and services. 

In the partkom the units could not have been happier with their scouts. 


Then, suddenly, like a bolt from out of the blue: a commission from the 
okrug people's control committee discovered in the unit very gross violations 
of storage rules and violations of the servicing and operating procedures 
for engineering equipment, and exposed serious defects in the accounting 
procedures for POL products, clothing and rations. 


“How can that be?" said Maj V. Andreyev, a member of the partkom, in disbelief. 
“Our group often checked just these areas and discovered nothing that would 
cause alarm.” 


Of course, there was no mistake about it. But the fact remains that while 
the group was not idle, its work efficiency turned out to be quite low. Why? 


Lt Col Shevchenko, the chairman of the group, explained it by claiming that 
the group's members lack experience. Hence, allegedly, the superficial 
nature of the inspections done. 


And you must admit, there was a certain argument in what the chairman said. 
It ie true that many of the comrades had been selected for membership in the 
group for the first time. To which must be added that the majority is, with 
regard to the type of its service, far removed from the problems of unit 
administration and services. It does not know the nuances involved, and you 
cannot grasp them in one fell swoop. 


There are, however, other reasons, more significant ones, in my view. One 
of them is to be found in the lack of daily attention paid to the group's 
work by the commander and unit partkonm. 








Here the training of the scouts in the art of control ie not as well arranged 
ae it should be. Logistics apectaliete and other officers and warrant 
officers with competence in the area of unit adminietration and services 

are rarely conscripted into the group. Nor did the partkom react properly 

to the resulte of the checks done by the investigators. In the majority of 
cases they were not made public, were only "referred for your information,” 
and no fundamental conclusions about them followed. 


The example given indicates clearly what unskilled leadership in the people's 
control work by the partkom revolves around. 


But chat is a matter which can be corrected; people can be taught. It is a 
more complicated situation when there ie no coordination of work between the 
partkom and group of scouts because the secretary himself sets limits to 
their activity and restraine their initiative. 


A year ago people's controllers led by V. Rodina, the chairman of the group, 
uncovered inflated statistics at a facility being repaired by the construction 
directorate headed by Engr-Maj G. Ageyev. N. Kuznechuk, the partkom secretary 
in the office of the work supervisor, wae informed of it. He promised to 
take appropriate action. 


A half year passed, and the people's controllers decided to check on how the 
defects were being eliminated. But the partkom secretary recommended that 
they “not bother" the builders. Allegedly, all their work was going on 
according to the plan. 


At the end of November the builders reported the work complete. The commander 
and members of the people's control group for the unit, jointly with 
representatives of the office of the work supervisor, toured all the facil- 
ities ready for takeover. It was a sorry sight that avaited them. The 
builders had taken not less than 15 months for the reprirs. It would seem 
that in that period everything could be accomplished in an outstanding 

manner. But in actuality such was far from the case: it was obvious that 
there were still many defects. 


None of this would have happened, had these bad workmen been made 
accountable right away. But the partkom did not intervene even after being 
signalled by the people's controllers, The partkom secretary verbally calle? 
on the scouts to be more active. All went well when just petty defects 

were at iseve. But then the inspectors “dug deeper," as they say, and 
uncovered negative phenomena characteristic not only of the construction 
sector, but of the whole office of the work supervisor. And here the 
partkom secretary surrendered his principles and let the people's 

inspectors know that they were “interfering in others' affairs." 


The district political directorate condemmed in principle the fact of such 
direction of the army's scouts by political bodies and organizations. At 
the same time the reasons for all this were revealed too. One of them is 














that certain newly-selected partkom and party bureau secretaries do not 
underatand the taske of people's control very precisely. When speaking abcut 
independence of action among the scoutsa they outline the range of their 
obligations very indiatinctly and forget that control is only effective when 
it is concretely directed by the commander and reinforced by his organiza-~ 
tional work and by the work of the party body entrusted with the eliminatio: 
of defects and the reasons which underlie bad management practices as well. 


Of course, such facte cannot be termed typical. But they do exist. And it 
must be definitively stated that this harms our overall cause, fetters the 
initiative of the people's inapectors, and reduces their level of purpose 
and the effectiveness of their activity. 


The depth and effectiveness of popular control depend upon precise planning 
of the work of the social scouts, careful selection of the activists, 
efficient review of the results of their investigations, and decision making. 
Concern about publicity on the work of the people's investigators and about 
sharing the experience of the best groups and posts is of great importance 
as well. Those political bodies and party organizations which devote daily 
attention to these matters and strive to improve the forms and methods for 
directing the people's investigators have, as a rule, greater effectiveness 
in the struggle for conservation and economy, fewer losses, and less bad 
management and waste. 


In this regard the experience of coordinated, purposeful effort by the 
commander, partkom, and group of people's investigators in Eng-Lt Col I. 
Ukrainskiy's unit deserves attention. What is it that is good here? First 
of all, all activity of the group is precisely planned with regard to assign- 
ments, time, and facilities. People's control posts have been established 
and actively function ¢ every site, and a wall newspaper titled "Through the 
Vigilant Eye of the Scouts" is published. The partkom systematically )istens 
to the chairman of the group and the senior members at the posts. Compre- 
hensive checks are organized for sectors that lag. Members of the partkom, 
social investigators, experienced specialists, and also activists from the 
"Komsomol Searchlight" participate in them. 


As a rule, after each such raid an expanded session of the partkom is 
conducted, to which the site and facility directors are invited. The discus- 
sion is principled and concrete, as befits the Party. Not only are the facts 
of bad management presented here; the names of those comrades through whose 
fault the defects were permitted are given as well. And here steps are 
planned to eliminate these defects. It is after just one such session in 

the unit that a campaign really developed to introduce small-scale mechaniza~ 
tion, improve the quality of the departments’ work, and conserve construction 
materials. 


The military builders in this unit work well. All their projects are of 
high quality and are accepted on the first presentation; great financial and 
material resources have been conserved. The weighty contribution of the 











people's investigators and the results of their profound, concrete work can 
be clearly seen in the achievements of the collective. 


The experience of this unit's people's control group, like that of the 
majority of other okrug groups, convincingly attests to the fact that success 
ie achieved where the activity of the social scouts receives daily support 
from commanders, party organizations, and is directed toward one goal: to 
persistently enhance quality and efficiency in the struggle to conserve 
assets and materials, to care for our weapons and combat equipment, and in 
the final analysis, to constantly support a high level of combat readiness.

[Text] How to enter a graduate school. Our mail to the 
editor contains many letters from readers who are interested 
in knowing who is admitted for graduate school, when the 
entrance exams will be given, and what benefits are granted 
to applicants. In particular, Capt Ye. Malkov, Sr Lt N. 
Osadchiy, and others ask about this topic. 


We have asked the directorate chief of the Main Personnel 
Directorate of the USSR Ministry of Defense, Lt Gen A. 
Trofimov, to answer our readers' questions. 


Officers of the armed forces of the USSR who are on active duty and have a 
higher education (military, military-specialized, or graduates of civilian 
institutes of higher education), practical work experience in officer billets 
of not less than 2 years following graduation from a higher education institute, 
and who have shown the ability for pedagogic work or scientific research are 
accepted for graduate work. With the recommendation of the council of a 
military training institute officers may be admitted immediately following 
graduation from a higher education institute, if they have had at least 2 

years’ experience in officers’ billets prior to entering that institute. 


It is predominantly officers from the billets of deputy regimental commander, 
their equivalents, aud above who are admitted into the operational-tactical 
departments of the military academies, while those from the billets of deputy 
batallion commander, their equivalents, and above are admitted into the 
tactical departments of the higher military institutes. 


Officers aged 35 or below--and for the operational-tactical and party-political 
specialties up to 38--are accepted as resident graduate students. Officers 

up to age 40 are accepted for graduate coursework by correspondence. The 

term of study for resident graduate coursework is 3 years; for correspondence 
work--4 years. 


A graduate school application is submitted via chain of command. Along 
with it the following will be presented: a list of published scholarly works 











and inventions (those applicants without scholarly works or inventions must 
present scholarly papers on their selected specialty); properly certified 
copies of a graduation diploma from a higher education institute, and an 
extract from one's record book (transcript); service and party-political 

(or Komsomol) references; a report on one's state of health, with remarks 
regarding the possibility of doing graduate work; an extract from the record 
of proceedings for the council session at the higher education institute (for 
officers entering directly after graduation from a military training institute); 
a certification that the applicent has passed the candidate's exam called for 
by his specialty (for those individuals who have passed the candidate's exams 
fully or in part); and one's service card. 


A decision on admission to the entrance exams or on rejection is made, taking 
into account the written evaluation of the paper or scholarly works by the 
proposed supervisor of studies. The applicant must be notified not less than 
2 months before the beginning of the entrance exams regarding the decision of 
the selection board. 


Officers permitted to take the exams are granted, in addition to regular 
leave, additional leave of 30 calendar days (with pay) to prepare for them. 
Applicants who have passed part of their candidate's exams and who are exempt 
trom taking the corresponding entrance exams are granted additional paid leave 
in the amount of 10 days per exam. 


An additional paid period for travel from one's place of duty to and from the 
site of the higher education institute (scientific-research establishment) 

is added to the leave time. Officers accepted for graduate study without 
taking the entrance exams do not have the rignt to additional leave. Those 
who earlier used additional leave to prepare for graduate school entrance 
exams and take them will not be granted it again. 


The notice of admission to an administration of the entrance exams, signed 

by the director of the military training institute or the scientific-research 
establishment, is the document which attests to the applicant's right to 
such leave. 


The entrance exams for graduate work in 1980 are given during the period 
1 June to 30 August; for those military training institutes and scientific- 
research establishments located in Moscow--from 20 August to 10 September. 


Graduate school applicants take competitive entrance exams on the material 

in the higher education institute's program in their specialty discipline, 

in CPSU history, and in one of the foreign langueges (English, French, German, 
Italian, or Spanish). The entrance exam in the specialty discipline precedes 
those in other disciplines. The exams may not be retaken. 


Officers who have passed all of the candidate's exams called for by a 
specialty for which graduate students are taken are exempt from taking 
entrance exams and have a preferential right to admission. 














Those who have passed their candidate's exams in part (those in the major 
specialty and a foreign language) can be exempted from taking the 
corresponding entrance exams through a decision by the selection board, upon 
their personal application for such dispensation. In this case they are 
assigned the grades received on thoes candidate's exams, The candidate's exam 
in a specialty discipline should, « « rule, be taken at the military training 
inetitute or scientific research establishment to which the officer is 
applying for graduate work. 


Officers who have passed their candidate's exams in part, as well as those 
who have scholarly works and inventions, are permitted to take candidate's 
exams instead of entrance exams between 1 June and 30 August (in Moscow, 
between 20 August and 10 September). 


Detailed information on graduate school selection rules and the specialties 
for which applicants will be accepted in 1980 can acquired in headquarters 
and the personnel sections of units, establishment: nd military training 
institutes. 
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CRITICISM: WARRANT OFFICER'S DISCHARGE QUESTIONED

[Text] Warrant Officer N. Gorshkov, OIC of a warehouse, was discharged from 
active duty into the reserves. Dismissed for faults which discredit the 
profession of arms. These faults--systematic drunkenness, lack of punctuality, 
and other violations of military discipline--are described in detail in a 
report compiled in connection with the warrant officer's dismissal and on his 
service card as well. And if we believe these documents, then it can be said 
that the decision made regarding him was correct. But that is, if we believe 
them. And if we check? 


After finishing in the training subunit, Warrant Officer Gorshkov filled 
successive billets as battery chief, regimental paymaster, and then was 

assigned as the OIC of a warehouse. Sure, he had his faults. But in contrast 
to his four commendations earned as the paymaster, he received but one 
reprimand. One would think that the overall evaluation of the warrant officer's 
service should correspond to this. 


And so it was, in fact. A man who had never been faulted while in the 
regimental fiscal office was assigned to run the warehouse. It was believed 
that Gorshkov would square away an area clearly neglected by his predecessor, 
Warrant Officer A. Pimenov. But someone or other was clearly bothered when 
the new warehouse OIC began decisively imposing order. 


While taking over the warehouse, Gorshkov discovered a significant shortage 
of property. A report on it was drawn up. Day after day the warrant officer 
reminded the chief of the unit's supply department Sr Lt A. Shutov and other 
officials that somehow the shortage had to be accounted for. But they took 
no action. And then Gorshkov wrote about it to Red Star. 


At the editorial board's request the district logistics headquarters began 
looking into the state of affairs. A notice from the unit commander 
concerning a new inspection of property was rapidly dispatched there. Its 
results led to a decision to withhold from Warrant Officer Pimenov's pay 








the cost of the missing articles, Now, it seemed, all would be in order, 
and the man who had shown such principies would be thanked, However, events 
took a different turn. 


Warrant Officer Gorahkov was ordered to turn over the warehouse, While doing 
60 4 new shortage wae discovered, So aa, beyond ail expectation, not to 
repeat what happened when Gorahkov took over the warehouse, the report on 
that acceptance wae destroyed, But if the man permitted a property lose, 

not only does he have no place in the warehouse, but in the army a8 well, 
Major V. Puganov, the unit's deputy commander for logietice, in fact decided 
on hie own to diemies the warrant officer from the armed forces. 


But so that the decision would not look too much like getting back at a 
man because he had “cleaned house” by turning to the newspaper, Maj Puzanov 
thought it possible to pin something on his obstinate subordinate of which 
he was not guilty. Since there had never been any discussion of Gorshkov's 
“amoral behavior” in the unit, no one had se. him drunk on duty. 


Unfortunately, a letter about such a turn in affaires arrived too late at 
the editorial offices. The "reaction machine," though, wound up with just 
amazing speed in response to the warrant officer's appeal to the paper. 


The unit's headquarcere had “not noticed" either the backdated reprimands on 
the service card or the false sounding conclusions in the investigation 
report. Moreover, the forged signatures of several members of the investi- 
gation board appeared on the report, and beneath a copy of the service card-- 
the “signature” of Gorshkov himself. It was simply not considered necessary 
to acquaint him with the report's contents, 


But what about the personnel depactment's workers? Shouldn't they know the 
detail of their qualified specialties, and chat white does not become black 
in an hour's time? But Maj Yu. Prostorov, despite his own rule to consult 
with political workers any time something like this occurs, failed to do so 
this time. Maj G. Bratuse', who works in the district personnel department, 
also failed to give proper attention to the fate of this man. Even when the 
real story of the decision to diemiss the warrant officer became known, he 
categorically refused to believe the facts. You see, people who complain 
to the newspaper do not deserve his trust, 


And so it happened chat the desire of Maj Puzanov to rid himself--through 
any means ot all--of a man whom he did not conside: fit turned out to be 
more weighty than elementary logic, than the party principles of personnel 
work, and the best interests of the unit. The unit is openly discussing 
the episode and doing so with quite understandable astonishment. Really, 
why was the false note that sounded in the conclusions about Warrant 
Officer Gorshkov's service not noticed by anyone and permitted to work 
aga‘net him?

[Announcement of application procedures for KGB border guards, MVD interior 
troops academies: ‘For Those Who Want to Become Officers") 


|Text) The Officer Academies for Border Guards of the USSR Committee for 
State Security Announce Admissions to the Firet Course at: 


The Mossoviet Red Banner Officers Academy for Border Guards of the USSR KGB 
in Moscow (129328, Moscow I-328) 


The F. E. Deerghinekiy Red Banner Officers Academy for Border Guards of the 
USSR KGB (480075, Alma-Ata, 75) 


The K. Ye. Voroshilov Red Banner Military-Political Academy for Border Guards 
of the USSR KGB (143060, Goliteyno, Moscow Oblast) 


These schools prepare officers for the USSR KGB border forces. The term of 
study is 4 years. Graduates of the schools are commissioned lieutenants 
and awarded an all-union diploma with their qualification as follows: 


~-for the border guards officer academies, as “line officers with a general 
higher education.” In the Moscow Border Guards Officer Academy the officers 
receive in addition a specialization in foreign language: “officers with 

a higher aiiitary-specialized education. Translator-foreign language 
epecialiet.” 


~-for the miiitary-political academy, as “officers with a higher military- 
political education.” 


The military academies accept reenlistees from all branches of the USSR 
armed forces who are not over 21 years of age, regardless of military 
speciality. Civilian candidates between 17 and 21 years of age (on 1 
September of the year of admission) are also admitted for study; junior 
troops and sergeants in the reserves who are up to 23 years old may be 
admitted if they have completed their term of active duty in the USSR 
armed forces.

The schools accept those individuals who have completed their secondary 
education and are physically (it for atudy in the military training 
inatitutes, 


The political academy accepts CPSU members, candidate members, and Komomol 
membera who have shown the inclination for political work, if they are 
recommended by their political organizations of Komaomoi raykoma (gorkoms). 


Servicemen who desire to attend a school must submit a request to their unit 
commander via chain of command not later than 25 February; civilian youths 
must submit a statement to that effect to the personnel department of the 
KGB-KGB Directorate in their place of residence by 30 March. 


Entrance exams are given covering secondary school material as follows: 


for the officer academies--on mathematics (written and oral), physics (oral), 
and Russian language and literature (written). Applicants for the Moscow 
Border Guards Officer Academy and a foreign language specialty--on Russian 
language and literature (written and oral), history of the USSR, and foreign 
language (oral); for the military-political academy--on Soviet history, 
geography, mathematics (oral), and Russian language and literature (written). 


In addition, to determine the applicants’ physical readiness, servicemen 
must take a practical test on exercises contained in the Military Sports 
System of the USSR Armed Forces, and civilian youths--on exercises in the 
All-Union System “Ready for Labor and Defense of the USSR." 


The exams begin as follows: for the Mossoviet Academy and military-political 
academy, for servicemen--on 5 August, and for civilians--on 18 August. For 


the F. E. Deerzhinekiy Officers Academy, for servicemen--on 1 July, and for 
civilian youthe--10 July. 


Officer Academies of the USSR Ministry of Internal Affairs: 
The Novosibirsk Officers Academy of the USSR MVD (630114, Novosibirsk, 114) 


The S. M. Kirov Red Banner Officers Academy of the USSR MVD in Ordzhonikidze 
(362005, Ordzhonikidze, 5) 


The F. E. Dzerzhinskiy Officers Academy of the USSR MVD in Saratov (410023, 
Saratov, 23) 


The Komsomol-Sixtieth-Anniversary Political Academy of the USSR MVD (198075, 
Leningrad, L-75) 


The Kharkov Logistics Officers Academy of the USSR MVD (310005, Kharkov, 5) 


These schools prepare officers for service in the interior forces of the 
USSR MVD. The schools accept junior servicemen and those liable for military 





service who are pot older than 21, reenlistees (at the expiration of 2 
years of their reenlistment) who are not older than 23, warrant officers 

who are not older than 25 (at the expiration of 2 years’ service in warrant 
officera'’ or officers’ billets), and civilian youths aged 17-21. Applicants 
for the military training inetitutes must have completed their secondary 
education. 





The Poiitteal Academy of the USSR MVD accepts CPSU members, candidate members, 
and Komsomol members who have shown the inclination for political work, if 
recommended by the political organizations of their military unite or 
Komaomol raykome (gorkoma). 


Warrant officers are accepted for all military training institutes of the 
USSR MVD in a specialty corresponding to the one in which they rendered 
milicary service or for which they received training in special secondary 
training ineticuces, if they have served for at least two years as follows: 
for the officer academies--as 4 platoon commander or company senior NCO; 
for the political academy--in non-attached political billets or in the 
billet of platoon commander or company senior NCO. 


The term of etudy is 4 years. 


Servicemen desiring to attend the school must submit an application via chain 
of command by 25 March of the year of matriculation; those liable for 
military service and civilian youths must submit a statement to this effect 
to their rayon (city) military commissariats or to the internal affairs 
departments at their place of residence by 30 April of the year of matricula- 
tion. 





The following will be appended to the application: 


an autoblography, a questionnaire, service (work, school) and Party refer- 
ences, copies of che birth certificate and documents concerning secondary 
education (secondary school studente will present current progress reports), 
and 3 certified photographs (without head attire, size--4.5 by 6 cm.). 


The paseport, record of service or draft registration slip, the original 
documents concerning secondary education, and birth certificate will be 
presented to the selection board by the candidate upon his arrival at the 
military academy. 


All academy applicants will take entrance exams. For the political academy:

[Interview with Marshal of Aviation A. I. Koldunov, Air Defense Forces 
Commander in Chief and USSR Deputy Minister of Defense, by PRAVDA 
correspondent, under the rubric "Today Is USSR Air Defense Forces Day": 
"Guardians of the Aerial Frontiers") 


[Text] On the eve of the holiday twice hero of the Soviet Union Marshal 
of Aviation Aleksandr Ivanovich Koldunov, commander in chief of the 

air defense forces and USSR deputy minister of defense, answered questions 
from a PRAVDA correspondent. 


[Question] Please tell me about the purpose and combat potential of the 
country's air defense forces. 


[Answer] The purpose of the country's air defense forces is to defend our 
people, economic, administrative, political and industrial centers and 
troop groupings against enemy air attack and to safeguard the vital 
activities of the Soviet state and Soviet people's peaceful labor. 


The achievements in developing Soviet science and tecnnology and the increase 
in the country's economic potential have made it possible to considerably 
enhance the reliability of our defense. The country's air defense forces 
now have arms which make it possible to destroy every kind of air attack 
weapon. 


The basis of the country's air defense firepuwer is the antiaircraft missile 
troops armed with missile complexes for destroying airborne targets over 

a wide range of altitudes and speeds. Missile-carrying avaition consti- 
tutes a highly maneuverable category of troops. It is equipped with super- 
sonic all-weather interceptor aircraft with powerful missile weapons and 
radar equipment. Radio engineering troops occupy an important place in 

our branch of the armed forces. Their purpose is to gather radar intelli- 
gence and to provide backup for combat operations by missile troops and 
fighter aircraft. 











Automatic control systems have been introduced insuring the fullest utiliza- 
tion of the troops’ combat potential and optimum decision-making in fast- 
moving and dynamic air defense actions, 


[Question] Thies year the country celebrates the 35th anniversary of the 
victory in the Great Patriotic War. The air defense forces made a consider- 
able contribution to that victory.... 


[Anewer] Yes, it wae on the morning of 22 June, 1941 that antiaircraft 
artillery units and air defense fighter aircraft suffered the first strikes 
of a fascist air armada numbering some 5,000 warplanes. 


The air defense forces--antiaircraft gunners, pilots and soldiers manning 
air observation, air raid warning and communications posts--together with 
air force fighter pilots boldly and selflessly joined battle with the 
fascist aces. 


All of us who took part in the Great Patriotic War saw fighting until our 
hearte were pounding and destroying the enemy at all costs as our duty as 
soldiers, requiring all of us to stretch to the limit our will and strength 
and our courage and skill. The air defense forces covered themselves in 
unfading glory in the fighting around Moscow, Leningrad, Stalingrad and 
Novorossiysk and in the liberation of Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and other countries from fascism. They successfully provided 
cover for troops on the battlefield, defended landing forces, sealed off 
surrounded enemy groupings and protected logistical installations. The air 
defense forces' main task was to prevent at all costs enemy aircraft from 
reaching an installation which was being defended. At all costs! Let me 
remind you of Jnr Lt V. Talalikhin, a pilot in the 177th fighter aircraft 
regiment who carried out a night ramming attack [taran]; Lt A. Katrich, a 
pilot in the 27th fighter aircraft regiment who carried out a high-altitude 
ramming attack; and Jnr Lt M. Borisov, who downed two German aircraft in 
the sky over Novorossiysk by ramming them with his own burning aircraft. 


The air defense troops did not only fight enemy aircraft. Under complex 
combat conditions antiaircraft gunners frequently trained their guns and 
fired on tanks, assault guns and other enemy ground forces. Thus, for 
example, in the heroic days of the defense of Tula, under the command 
of Maj M. Bondarenko the gunners of the 732d antiaircraft artillery 
regiment engaged in heavy fighting both with aircraft and with fascist 
tanks which had broken through. 


During the years of the Great Patriotic War the air defense forces des- 
troyed 7,300 enemy aircraft, more than 1,000 tanks, around 1,500 guns and 
mortars and much more enemy equipment and manpower besides. 


The motherland paid fitting tribute to the military exploits of pilots, 
antiaircraft gunners, air observers and aerostat crews. Some 80,000 
soldiers and commanders were decorated with orders and medals, 92 were 
awarded the title of Hero of the Soviet Union and the names of 34 heroic 
soldiers were immoralized in the rolls of military units. 
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[Question] Since that time there have been striking changes in combat 
equipment and arms, but the essence of defense against air attack remains 
the same: a target appears in the air and it must be destroyed. I would 
like to know how the combat experience accumulated by the air defense troops 
in the years of the Great Patriotic War is "employed" today. 


[Answer] Of course there have been substantial changes in every sphere of 
military theory and practice since the forties. There have been changes 
both in the organization of air defense and in the tactics of the country's 
air defense forces. Throughout these years they have been developed on the 
basis of taking into all-round consideration the experience of the Great 
Patriotic War--with due regard, of course, for the achievements and 
development prospects of modern military science and technology. 


The air defense forces' main task today is to safeguard our motherland's 
aerial frontiers and this is achieved by constantly keeping troops in a 
state of high combat readiness and insuring their efficient cooperation 
with the other branches of the armed forces. Day and night in missile 
installations and interceptor aircraft and at radar screens and command 
posts the air defense forces keep their crucial watch over the entire 
length of the Soviet Union's borders. 


And everywhere and in everything the air defense troops compare their 
service with the heroic deeds of those who in the difficult war years 
defended our motherland's honor, freedom and independence. We have adopted 
their combat experience and are ready to carry on their exploits. 


[Question] Aleksandr Ivanovich, the supersonic speeds of modern means of 
air attack and their sharply increased strike power make it necessary 

for air defense to be particularly efficient and absolutely reliable. 

What demands are placed on soldiers and officers in the air defense forces 
today? 


[Answer] Of course, military equipment alone does not determine the armed 
forces' might. Our advantage lies in people's ideological commitment and 
consciousness and in their high degree of socialist patriotism and 
excellent training. The main requirements of soldiers and officers--high 
moral-political and combat qualities, professionalism, impeccable discipline 
and organization--follow on from this.

OW101331 [Editorial Report) Vladivostok Domestic Service in Russian at 
2307 GMT on 8 May begine live coverage of a meeting in Vladivostok of 

he city's working people and soldiers of the Vladivostok Garrison to mark 
the 35th anniversary of the Soviet people's victory in the Great Patriotic 
Var. The announcer notes that the meeting will take place at the square 
adjoining the monument dedicated to fighters for the Soviets’ power in 
the Far East. 


At 0000 GMT [on 9 May] an unidentified speaker announces the opening of 
the meeting. This is followed by the playing of the national anthem. 
Then Viktor Pavlovich Lomakin, member of the CPSU Central Committee and 
firet secre ry of the Primorskiy Rayon, makes a speech. 


In his 13-minute speech, Lomakin first greets the people of Primorye, 
working people of Vladivostok, sailors of the Pacific Fleet, soldiers 

of the Soviet army border troops and war and labor veterans on the 
anniversary. He then goes on to recount the events of 35 years ago 

when the Soviet people and their armed forces won their world historic 
victory in the Great Patriotic War. He describes the unprecedented

Realizing this, the city's working people have 
been more persistent in making a befitting contribution to strengthening 
the economic and defense potential of the Soviet Far East.” 


After the playing of the national anthem, Popov yields the floor to 
Aleksey Klementyevich Chernyy, first secretary of the Khabarovsk Kraykom, 
who delivers a 15-minute speech. 


After congratulating all working people of Khabarovsk and Khabarovsk Kray, 
war veterans, soldiers of the Red Banner Far East Military District, 
border guards, Pacific navymen and soldiers of internal and railway troops 
on the holiday, Chernyy recounts the feats and sacrifices of the Soviet 
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people in the war against fasciem and calle for a minute of etlence to 
honor those who perished in the Great Vatriotic War, He then continues by 
dwelling at length on the effects and victories of the Soviet people during 
the war; the role played by Far Lasternerse in the war, in protecting the 
Far Eastern bordere and in crushing militariet Japan, and the postwar 
ef{orte and achievemente of the Soviet Union and Khabarovek Kray. 


Noting that during the past 35 years the Soviet people and the people in 
bhurope have had no war, Podgayev attributes thie to the victory of the 
Soviet people in the Great Patriotic War and to the wise and farsighted 
foreign policy of the CPSU and ite Central Committee Politburo headed by 
Brezhnev. He adds that the CPSU's peace-loving foreign policy enjoys the 
support of all progressive mankind and serves as a mighty factor in 
restraining the aggressive aspirations of reactionary and imperialist 
forces. 


Continuing hie speech, Podgayev says “The threat of war has not 

been eliminated. The militariste and reactionary circles have stepped up 
their actions against detente, etrive to change the correlation of forces 
in the world arena in their favor, increase the arms race, provoke military 
conflicts, stir up hotbeds of tension and interfere in the internal 
affaires of other countries. 


"A testimony to the serious aggravation of the situation in the world 
arena is the development by the American imperialists and Chinese hege- 
monists of the undeclared war against Afghanistan, the forced delay by 
the U.S. administration of ratification of the SALT II treaty, NATO's 
decision to deploy American medium-range nuclear missiles in Europe and 
the concentration of an armada of American ships in the Persian Gulf, with 
the aim of military pressure on Iran and blackmail of other countries 

in the Near and Middle East. 


"Using the notorious (?thesis) of a Soviet threat, the imperialist forces 
and Maoist China have been taking active steps aimed at aggravating the 
situation in the Far East and Southeast Asia. An aggressive military and 
political alliance is being openly (?formed) with the participation of 
U.S.-Japanese imperialism and Maoist China near our motherland's eastern 
borders. To the intrigues of the aggressive forces of imperialism and 
reaction, the Soviet Union and other fraternal socialist countries are 
counterposing high vigilance and an invariably firm, active and consistent 
struggle for peace, combining it with the strengthening of defense capacity 
and constant readiness to rebuff aggression, regardless of where it may 
come from. 


"In warning the advocates of a new world war, Comrade Leonid Ilich Breznhev 
said that the Soviet Union cannot be scared by anyone. Our forces and 
possibilities are enormous, and we and our allies will always be able to 
stand up for ourselves and rebuff any hostile hit-and-run raids. 
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"The Communiat Party and the Soviet state are doing everything so that 
the peaceful labor and security of our country will be reliably defended. 
We have what ie necessary to defend ourselves and the defenders to do it. 
A militant detachment of the Soviet armed forces are the troops of the 
Red Banner Far East Military Dietrict, our border guarde and Pacific 
navymen who are (words indistinct) to insure the safety of Soviet state. 
The Far Eastern servicemen are fulfilling their military duty in a worthy 
manner. They have been tirelesaly improving their military skill, per- 
sistently mastering complex military equipment, raising the quality of 
military and political training and vigilantly standing on guard for the 
peaceful labor of the Far Easterners." 


Following Chernyy's speech, the meeting is addressed by Mikhail Zakharovich 
Petriteyn, war veteran and director of an industrial combine; Vasiliy 
Semenovich Goryazov, war veteran and electric welder of the shipbuilding 
plant; Vera Vasilyevna Michutkina, war veteran and nurse of City Hospital 
No 6; Natalya Vasilyevna Bantova, student of the Polytechnical Institute; 
and Lt Gen Vasiliy Petrovich Novikov, member of the Military Council and 
chief of the Political Directorate of the Red Banner Far East Military 
District. 


In his 6.5-minute speech, Lt Gen V. P. Novikov first dwells at length on 

the significance of the war against fasciem, the feats performed in that 

war by the Soviet people and their armed forces, the postwar achievements 
of the country and the kray and the leading role played by the CPSU. 


Continuing his speech, Novikov says “In recalling the past and what we went 
through, our people under the leadership of the communist party, as in the 
past, are energetically striving for a peaceful tomorrow for all peoples of 
the world. But there are forces (7? in the world) that encroach upon these 
peaceful aspirations. First of all are U.S. imperialism and its Maoist 
stooges. There beyond the Amur River, just a few dozens of kilometers away, 
they (?have built a nest) of anti-Sovietism and aggression and are nur- 
turing delirious plans for attacking our great Soviet Union. But we know 
how such adventures end. 


"The complexity and acuteness of the military and political situation in 
the Far East places a special responsibility on the troops of our border 
Red Banner Far East Military District, the Pacific navymen, the border 
guard troops and internal and railway troops for insuring the security 
of our motherland. Every Far Eastern soldier deeply realizes this 
responsibility and is ready to fulfill his military duty as dictated by 
our military oath of allegiance. 


"Today on victory day we assure the communist party, our beloved Soviet 
Government and our heroic Soviet people that the Far Eastern soldiers 
will continue to wholeheartedly serve the motherland, and if necessary 
they will crush the enemy the same way their fathers and grandfathers 
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crushed enemies on the Chinese eastern railroad, [words indistinct] and 
Halhin Gol, in the fields near Moscow, near Stalingrad and Kursk, on the 
(?Dmesetr) and in Berlin and in Manchuria." 


Novikov's speech ie foliowed by laying of flowers at a memorial monument. 
A report on the meeting and on the marching past of columns of the working 
people and soldiers of the Far East Military Dietrict ends at 0158 GMT.
